Trial by Jury, 
Not by Judge 


Nothing in Constitution To 
Prevent Jury Determin- 
ing Facts, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—(4)— 
Associate Justice Hugo L. Black 
placed himself on record today as 
being strongly in favor of “trial by 
jury” but against “trial by judge.” 

Black concurred in a six-to-one 
decision sustaining a reduction in 
gas rates for Laredo, Texas, but 
disagreed with some of the reason- 
ing of the majority opinion. 

“There is nothing in the letter 
or spirit of our constitution or any 
constitutional amendment which 
deprives a state of the right to 
submit issues of fact to a trial by 
jury,” he asserted. 

“That constitution indicates no 
preference for determination of 
facts by judges or masters ap- 
pointed by judges. On the contrary, 
our federal constitution, the state 
constitutiors, and our national 
tradition demonstrate a well-es-

TWO BILLS SEEK

Fish Suggests That Ja- 
pan BeGranted Equality 
Unless We Are ‘Police.’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—(?)— 
Congressional leaders who custo- 
marily reflect the administration’s 
views on foreign relations agreed 
today that another disarmament 
conference of world naval powers 
would be “futile.” 

Chairman McReynolds, Demo- 
crat, Tennessee, of the house for- 
eign affairs committee, informed 
reporters after a visit to the White 
House that he knew a call for a 
conference was “not in the wind 
because a conference could not be 
had at this time with any suc- 
cess.” 

He said, however, he had not 
asked the President about the sub- 
ject. 

No Hope’ at Present. 

Chairman Pittman, Democrat; 
Nevada, of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, equaily cool to- 
ward a conference, told newsmen: 

“If it was impossible by reason 
of distrust and fear to accomplish 
a substantial limitation of arms in 
1922—when there was no threat to 
war—and in 1935, then there can 
be no hope at present for success. 

“The very discussign of such an 
obviously futile effort must be 
misinterpreted by the Japanese 
government and probably would 
make our resistance to her illegal 
acts much more difficult.” 

Legislation which would request 
the President to invite other na- 
tions to a consultation on disar- 
mament was introduced by Sen- 
ator King, Democrat, Utah, at one 
end of the capitol and represent- 
ative Maverick, Democrat, Texas, 
at the other. The measures were 
referred to the respective foreign 
affairs committees. 

A suggestion for a conference at 
which Japan would be granted 
naval equality with the United 
States was made by Representa- 
tive Fish, Republican, New York. 
He brought it into his testimony 
before the house naval commit- 
tee in opposition to a bill to au- 
thorize a 20 per cent increase in 
the strength of the navy. 

Why Not Equality. 

“Why can’t we give Japan 
equality,” Fish asked, “unless we 
intend to do what I think we are 
trying to do, that is, police and 
quarantine the world?” 

Chairman Vinson, Democrat, 
Georgia, noted that Japan has only 
one ocean in which to set up a 
defense and the United States two. 
He asked Fish: 

“Doesn't a policy of isolation 
force this country to maintain a 
‘strong national defense?”

RATES ADIUSTED 
ON HAND PHONES 


Extra Charge to Be Elim- 
inated on March 1, 1939; 
Other Changes Mapped. 


Elimination of the extra charge 
for hand set telephones installed 
more than 10 months and a re- 
duction in telephone costs to Geor- 
gia users from rate readjustments 
was announced yesterday by the 
Georgia Public Service Commis- 


sion. 


The order provided that hand- 


sets or French type telephones 
will become standard equipment, 
without additional charges, after 
March 1, 1939. 


The charge is 15 cents a month. |. 


Users who subscribe for hand 
sets during the 12 months begin- 
ning March 1, 1938, will have the 
charge eliminated after March 1, 
1939. 

Saving of $114,000. 

Chairman Walter McDonald an- 
nounced after a conference with 
officials of the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone Company that “an annual 
saving of $114,000 to Georgia tele- 
phone users will result from rate 


readjustments,” 
Rate changes, he said, affected 


charges for hand set telephones, 
extension bells, gongs and resi- 
dential and business extension 
telephones. 

A saving of $45,750 to telephone 
users this year from rate readjust- 
ments ordered last September was 
estimated by the commission. 

Extension Rates. 

The commission announced 
changes in extension rates as fol- 
lows: 

Exchanges having more than 
5,000 telephones, $1.25 per month 
for residential extensions and 
$1.50 for business extensions (un- 
changed). 

Exchanges of 1,000-5,000 tele- 
phones, a reduction of 25 cents per 
month each or to $1 for residential 
extensions and $1.25 for business 
extensions. 

Exchanges having less than 
1,000 telephones, a reduction of 50 
cents each or to 75 cents per 
month for residential extensions 
and $1 for business extensions.

Year-Old ‘Sterilization’

ACTION IS DESIGNED 
TO AID BUSINESS 


$100,000,000 in Yellow 
Metal Will Go IntoTrade 


Channels Each Quarter. |. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—(4)— 
The. treasury administered a dose 
of potential credit expansion to 


ailing business tonight. 

Secretary Morgenthau an- 
nounced a plan for putting newly 
acquired gold to work in such a 
way as to increase the nation’s 
credit base to a limited extent, 
and to reduce the treasury’s bor- 
rowing. 

With the approval of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, he decreed 
that a year-old gold “steriliza- 
tion” program, under which gold 
has been prevented from enlarging 
the potential credit resources of 
the country, would be partially 
abandoned. Each quarter year, the 
first $100,000,000 of .gold the treas- 
ury acquires will not be sterilized. 

Instead, the treasury will spend 
the gold, and permit the yellow 
metal to expand the credit base. 

No Official Explanation. 

No official explanation of the 
new policy was made,-but it was 
attributed by authoritative persons 
to the business recession. The 
“sterilization” program was initi- 
ated December 24, 1936, to neu- 
tralize the inflationary effects of 
the then huge inflows of foreign 
gold. 

Authoritative persons intimated 
a hope that the action would have 
a slightly inflationary psychology 
but, particularly because of the 
$100,000,000 quarterly quota sys- 
tem, declined to label the move 
as inflationary. 

Excess Reserves. 

Officials declined to predict any 
immediate effect of the new pol- 
icy on bank credit. They pointed 
out the nation’s banks now have 
approximately $1,400,000,000 of 
lendable excess reserves, whereas 
Chairman Marriner S. Eccles, of 
the Federal Reserve Board, once 
said $500,000,000 was adequate to 
finance normal business needs. 

These excess reserves — cash 
held by banks in excess of the 
reserves needed to protect depos- 
itors — constitute the country’s 
credit base. 

The first step of the new pro- 
gram will be to pump about $30,- 
000,000 worth of gold acquired 
since January 1 into the credit 
structure. The treasury will de- 
posit $30,000,000 worth of gold 
certificates in the Federal Reserve 
banks. The deposit will give the

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—()— 
A crop control bill, praised as “the 


best farm bill ever enacted” and 
denounced as “regimentation” and 


“more harness” for the farmer, re- 
ceived final congressional approv- 
al today. 


The measure, establishing a sys- 

tem under which the secretary of 
agriculture, in co-operation with 
farmer committees, may prescribe 
limitations upon the quantity of 
wheat, corn, cotton, rice and to- 
bacco grown or marketed, now 
goes to the White House for the 
expected signature of President 
Roosevelt. 
' The last step in its tortuous 
journey through congress, which 
began in mid-November, was tak- 
en when the senate adopted a 
compromise measure, 56 to 31. The 
compromise is based upon the 
conflicting bills passed originally 
by house and senate, 

While the bill establishe. vary- 
ing approaches for each of the 
crops affected, in general it di- 
rects the secretary of agriculture 
to make an estimate of the expect- 
ed supply, set this figure against 
expected demand and adjust pro- 
duction accordingly. 

To Pay Benefits. 

This would be done by paying 
benefits to farmers who planted 
no more than a specified acreage. 
In addition, in years of bumper 
crops, the secretary of agriculture 
would be empowered to fix mar- 
keting quotas, limiting the quanti«, 
ties that could be sold and there- 
by protecting the price. Such 
quotas would be dependent on a 
two-thirds vote of farmers taking 
part in special referenda. 

Because of the big crops of the 
last year, the administration be- 
gan agitating for farm legislation 
last spring. To replace the old 
agriculture adjustment act inval- 
idated by the supreme court, con- 
gress agreed to make the legisla- 
tion the first order of business 
upon reconvening, and President 
Roosevelt called a special session

Equipped With Many Tanks and Planes, Nipponese Push

SHANGHAI, Feb. 15.—(Tues- 
day.)—(4)—A Japanese army of 
60,000 men, buttressed by hun- 
dreds of .tanks and planes, has 
surged down across the plains of 
North China and is threatening to 
bottle up 400,000 Chinese on the 
central front.

1937 Report From Customs 
‘Shows Advance of $3,- 
000,000 Over 1936. 


Exports from the Georgia cus- 
toms district showed “marked in- 
creases” during last December and 
for the year 1937, W. H. Schroder, 
district manager of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
announced yesterday. 

For the 12-month period, ex- 
ports totaled $29,717,311 as com- 
pared with $26,533,574 for 1936. 
Exports during last December 
were $2,103,643, which compares 
with $1,719,242 for the same pe- 
riod the preceding year. 

Imports for the district were 
valued at $1,121,572 against $928,- 
729 for December, 1936, and for 
as against $14,318,464 for the cor- 
the 12-month period, $16,451,039 
responding period of 1936. 

Exports of vegetable products 
inedible, except fibers and wood, 
ranked first with a valuation of 
$866,568. The principal item in 
this group was naval stores valued 
at $817,144. Textile fibers and 
manufactures were reported next 
in rank with a valuation of $678,- 
715, the principal item being cot- 
ton and linters. 

Other exports in order of im- 
portance were: metals and manu- 
factured products, except machin- 
ery and vehicles, $344,853; wood 
and paper, $162,110; animals and 
animal products, $32,301; vegeta- 
ble food products and beverages, 
$17,851; nonmetallic minerals, $865 
and miscellaneous, $380. 

Leading imports were chemicals 
and related products, $751,295; 
textile fibers and manufactures, 
$249,698; wood and paper, $45,873, 
and vegetable food products and 
beverages, $14,782.

FACTS VS. IDEALISM 

The naval building program outlined by 
Congressman Carl Vinson, of Georgia, chairman 
of the house naval affairs committee and author 
of the pending $800,000,000 bill to strengthen 
national defense, represents a realization of 
world facts, as opposed to that type of idealism 
which insists on seeing things as we would like 
them to be, rather than as they are. 


It should be recognized as incontrovertible 
fact that if the United States is to remain aloof 
from all other nations in its international poli- 
cies, if isolation is to be the goal, then the 
United States must be prepared to defend her- 
self against any attack from the outside. 

If this nation is determined not to co- 
operate with other nations of similar views, 
then America cannot expect any friendly aid 
in the event of an emergency peril against her 
own shores. Which by the simplest of logic, 
means that this country must maintain a de- 
fensive fleet large enough and powerful enough 
to make her extended coastline impregnable 
at all points. In the words of Congressman 
Vinson, a “hemisphere fleet.” 

Too often, in public thinking on this side of 
the Atlantic, the wish is father to the belief. 
Altruistic efforts to control war practices by 
resolution fail to take into account the dif- 
ferent modes of thought of other peoples. They 
fail to understand that a fighting nation, in- 
tent upon gaining the objectives set for its 
armed forces, will pay little heed to the con- 
demnation, by an idealistic group in distant 
America, of actions which to them seem neces- 
sary. | 

Yet it is generally true that Americans who 
are first to condemn barbarities of modern 
warfare are the most insistent on this country 
remaining out of any agreements or alliances 
‘with other powers. They likewise are, usually, 
the ones who cry loudest for disarmament and 
insist that weakness of defense is the road to 
peace. 

They forget that it is useless to propose re- 
strictions on the conduct of others unless the 
proposer is strong enough, and willing, to en- 
force those restrictions. 

America can never, while she holds to the 
governmental ideals upon which the nation 
was founded, be an aggressor nation. Regard- 
less of how strong her armed strength may be- 
come, the people of this country will never 
permit that strength to be employed for any 
cause save defense. 

Yet, if America is to remain safe, there must 
be defensive arms strong enough to keep her 
territory inviolate from the heel of the in- 
vader. A “hemisphere fleet” to protect both 
coast lines is the minimum force that the 
United States must have in a world of turmoil 
and spreading faith in armed might. 


THE HERTY FOUNDATION 

In all the accounts of the accomplishments 
of the special session of the general assembly 
of Georgia far less emphasis has been given to 
one of its enactments than the importance of 
that measure deserves. 

Provision for funds for the continuance of 
the work of Dr. Charles H. Herty in his chemical 
laboratory at Savannah have insured, for the 
present at least, a contribution to the progress 
of Georgia and the southeast that is far more 
outstanding in its potentialities than the 
average Georgian or southerner can appraise. 


The creation of the Charles H. Herty Foun- 
dation, and the naming of a personnel of lead- 
ing Georgians to administer its affairs, bring 
new recognition to a man who often has been 
referred to as the father of southern wood pulp. 

Dr. Herty, in his laboratory at Savannah, 
which includes a miniature paper mill, has pro- 
duced not only wood pulp but newsprint, rayon 
and many other commodities of inestimable 
value from the southern pine tree. 

He has done more than any other man in 
the south, perhaps, to open its millions of acres 
of slash pine to pulp and paper manufacturers. 
He has helped to bring greater prosperity to the 
timber farmer, to increase timberland pay roils, 
to create jobs in pulp and paper mills and gen- 
erally to help speed the south to its new indus- 
trial destiny. 

Southern business could profitably afford to 
endow Dr. Herty and his enterprise with re- 
sources far in excess of the legislature’s ap- 
propriation.

SERVING THEIR RACE 


Tuskegee Institute, famous educational in- 


stitution for negroes, reports that out of a 
1937 graduating class of 141 no less than 129 
have been placed in profitable employment. Of 
the remaining 12, it is reported 7 are pursuing 
graduate studies, while five failed to reply to 
inquiries. : 

The most significant facts in the report are 
the high proportion of graduates who _ have 
found their places of work in the south and the 
large number engaged in teaching, principally 
vocational agriculture. 

Distribution by states reveals that no less 
than 112 have remained in the south, with Ala- 
bama and Georgia leading with 62 and 18 of 
the class now enployed in the two states re- 
spectively. Only 23 are located in northern or 
western states while one is in a foreign coun- 
try, in South America. 

When negroes given the opportunity to ac- 
quire such valuable and practical education 
as that offered at Tuskegee remain in the south, 
bringing the benefits of their training to their 
own people, they are contributing the best they 
can to the improvement of their race and the 
brightening of its future. 

The fact that out of 129, there are 39 
now teaching vocational agriculture, with 44 
others employed in other teaching activities, 
brings striking evidence that education, as un- 
derstood at Tuskegee, is education to fit the 
need of the times. For there can be nothing 
more valuable to the future of the negro race 
than a knowledge of better ways of life and 
better methods of work, especially the work of 
the farm, the raising of profitable crops and 
the creation of a personal independence that 
only the intelligent, successful farmer can fully 
know. 

So long as graduates of the many splendid 
colleges for negroes devote themselves to work 
for the betterment of their own race, among 
their people of the south, so long will those 
colleges,serve the south and serve both races.

THE PASSO ROMANO 
(From the New York Herald Tribune.) 


Those who retain an admiration for the 
warmth, the friendliness and the individuality of 
the Italian people could not look without dismay 
upon the photographs of Il Duce reducing his 
men to the iron rigors of the Prussian goosestep. 
It is not really, as a matter of fact, the goosestep 
—not in the dictionaries, at any rate, which de- 
fine the German gaensemarsch as an advance in 
single file, and carry the English phrase back to 
its origin in early nineteenth century British drill 
regulations, where it was a species of athletic 
marking of time. ..o matter; call it the parade- 
schritt or now the passo Romano, it is still, to 
every English-speaking person who lived through 
World War days, the Prussian goosestep—that 
movement, at once brutal and ridiculous, which 
served through four years to make the Germans 
the butt of both the horror and the humor of 
the Allied world. 

Il Duce makes no bones about importing it 
because it is brutal, ugly, hard to do and there- 
fore warlike. The trouble is that it completes the 
image too accurately by being in addition inef- 
ficient, unnatural and absurd. It seems singularly 
unsuited to the genius of the Italian, who has the 
reputation, like the Frenchman, of being a sloppy 
drill-ground soldier but a terrible fighter in the 
field, where all forms of military smartness have 
a negative survival value. Yet Il Duce is prob- 
ably up against the problem which has troubled 
all soldiers since the days when Lord Wellington 
observed with disfavor the appearance of a host 
of very practical umbrellas above a guards bat- 
talion going into action im the rain. The prac- 
tical, so necessary to efficiency in fighting, has to 
be combined somehow with the “smartness” nec- 
essary to take disciplined men into war. It is 
getting harder to do—what with the fighting man 
daily developing into a more complete combiria- 
tion of ditch digger, machine tender and garage 
mechanic—and maybe the goosestep is no fun- 
nier after all than the sight of, say, American ar- 
tillerymen sitting with rigidly folded arms in the 
classic attitude as they march past perched high 
on a ten-ton truck. But still, it is not Italian.

WHISKY BARREL RULING WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Here 
. is a little story about Senate 
Majority Leader Alben. W. Barkley, the competing whisky distilling 
interests, the tough little barrel-maker’s lobby, ‘and the Federal 
Alcohol 

the power politics which sometimes makes Wasaington resemble 
compost heap, nourishing national policies at haphazard, 
like mushrooms. 

The story begins some time ago, when the Kentucky whisky- 
makers joined the barrel manufacturers in a raid on the Federal 
Alcohol Administration. The Kentucky distillers are effective 
raiders. Barkley, who is senator from their state, is a tremendous 
New Deal'bigwig. Their Washington representative, Fred Lee, is 
the former general counse] of the old federal alhoco] control admin- 
istration, with many friends at court. And they have other highly 
important New Deal connections. 

The barrel manufacturers are also effective raiders..The cooper- 
age lobby, which has behind it solons from Arkansas and other 
barrel states, is celebrated for its tight organization and smart 
tactics. Indeed, when the FAA law was proposed, the cooperage 
lobby almost killed it—because of a provision forbidding the sale 
of whisky in barrels, intended to prevent barmen from purveying 
poe substitutes from casks bearing the labels of established 

ers,

distillers made a treaty to join in destroying the northern whisky- 
makers in Illinois and elsewhere. The northern rye whiskies are 
lighter, and, if they are not aged in old bafrels, they taste like so 
much turpentine. The barrel-makers and Kentucky distillers there- 
fore demanded a ruling from the FAA that no whisky could be 
labeled as “aged for four years” or any other lengths of time, unless 
it had been aged in brand-new casks. Thus, the barrel-makers 
would sell more barrels, and the Kentucky distillers would put 
their northern competitors at a fearful disadvantage. 

The FAA is reasonably easy to raid. Congress originally intended 
it to be an independent agency, on the model of the ICC, and pro- 
vided that it should become independent as soon as the President 
had appointed its ruling board of three administrators. In the 
interim, congress permitted it to be kept in the treasury. The 
President does not like independent agencies. He has never ap- 
pointed a full board of administrators, and the FAAv“is still in the 
treasury, which sometimes needs favors from powerful legislators 
on matters other than alcohol. 


The descent of the barrel-makers and Kentucky distillers was as 


successful as one of the best northward forays of the amazing Jeb 
Stuart. The FAA accepted the proposition of the allies, although, 
in making some whiskies, old barrels are actually preferred and 
command a premium in the market. A ruling was promulgated 
requiring the use of new casks for whiskies to be labeled as “aged.” 


NORTHERNERS TO THE ATTACK The distillers of Illi- 


nois and other north- 
ern states woke up to find themselves all but threatened with ruin 
by the FAA ruling. Immediately they mobilized their forces, and 
demanded a hearing from the FAA. Although they too had friends 
In congress, their legislative help-mates were less powerful. For a 
long time, the FAA put off hearings. Finally, a hearing was 
granted, and the northern case was put before the FAA. 

The arguments of the northern distillers were exceedingly hard 
to meet and the northerners intimated to the FAA that, unless the 
ruling was modified, they would make a public stink. Finally, the 
FAA decided to climb down, A modification was adopted, not yet 
publicly announced, but very reliably reported to be a permission 
‘to the northerners to label their whiskies as “stored for so many 
years in re-used barrels.” 

The modification does not represent a complete triumph for the 
northerners, but it is something. Moreover, certain important 
northern whisky-makers are planning to emphasize the “re-used 
barrel” note, using it in advertising to claim an extra mellowness 
from old casks. Therefore, the Kentucky men are far from pleased.

Mussolini Ready 


For a Switch? . 
NEW YORK.—There are indi- 
cations that Signor Mussolini is 
about to make a complete volte- 
face in the orientation of his for- 
eign policy. In his country, where 
nothing is ever published without 
the. government’s consent, the 
newspapers have of ‘late publish- 
ed some serious criticism of Hit- 
ler’s racial and religious policies 
as being detrimental to the Reich’s 
unity and military efficiency. And 
reversely, the German press, no 
less a mere mouthpiece of Dr. 
Goebbels’ ministry of propagan- 
da, is raking ‘Mussolini over the 
coals for his denationalization pol- 
icy of the Austro-German mi- 
nority in the Tyrol. The Tyrol 
was annexed by Italy after the 
war from Austria. It is a purely 
German country and has been so 
since the days of the Caesars. 
Since the Italians are the mas- 
ters there, they have closed the 
German schools, changed the 
names of towns and all indivi- 
duals, and turned the statue of 
the great regional poet Von der 
Vogelweyde around so that he no 
longer faces in the direction of 
Germany, but towards Rome. The 
German language when I was 
there was only spoken in whis- 


rs. 

The German papers let go a 
blast the other day saying that 
the German minority was op- 
pressed by Mussolini and warned 
the German people not to: listen 
to “lying Italian propaganda.” The 
Tyrolers are our German broth- 
ers and our countrymen, and be- 
long to the Reich. ‘ 

That does not sound very much 
as.if the Rome-Berlin axis is so 
stable a link. Still it is only a 
minor question. Mussolini has 
been warned. If ever Germany 
gobbles up Austria, she will be his 
next-door neighbor and as the suc- 
cessor of the Hapsburgs will most 
certainly start to agitate for the 
return of the Tyrol to the nation- 
al German territory.

But let that be as it may, Bol- 
shevism was never the issue. Mus- 
solini wants to get out of Spain. 
He would do so tomorrow if it 
could be accomplished with good 
grace. He is growing leery of his 
ally in Berlin. He wants to have 
his hands free. He is afraid that

Bee. The Constitution is doing 
much for the development of the 
art of spelling correctly in spon- 
soring this contest in the state of 
Georgia. 

“Perhaps the teaching of spell- 
ing does not receive the proper 
emphasis in most of the schools at 
the present time. The records of 
the state high school spelling con- 
test held every spring reveal this 
fact, for in a very large per cent 
of our high schools the grades are 
from 50 per cent to 60 per cent 
of correctly spelled words.” 

Touching his own career and 
the notable record of success 
achieved by pupils in his juris- 
diction Professor Cash declared: 

“T have been a great believer 
in correct spelling and have per- 
sonally taught this subject to the 
pupils in our own high school. 

Winners for 20 Years. 

“In the high school spelling 
contests we have won the district 
contest for more than a score of 
years during the last 25 years.

Owens Declares Control Is 
Not Predicated on Phi- 
losophy of Scarcity.

of farmers’ income, and, conse- 
quently, diminution of industrial 
income, and increase of industrial 
unemployment.” : 

Long before the special session 
of congress convened, Mr. Owen 
was called to Washington to serve 
on a subcommittee of the com- 
mittee of: agriculture, which draft- 
‘ed the original house bill. 

Good Features, Says Brown. 

Representative Brown, who is 
not a member of the committee, 
but who took an active part in 
hearings on’ the bill, believes the 
measure has good features, but 
is unsatisfactory in many respects. 

Both before the committee and 
on the floor of the lower cham- 
ber, Representative Brown advo- 
cated parity or near parity for cot- 
ton and other basic commodities 
consumed in the United States and 
surpluses sold abroad at world 
prices and voted for amendments 
carrying out his idea. 

Reverting to cotton in his analy- 
sis of the bill, Representative 
Owen said that a distinguishing 
feature of the new measure is that 
a cotton farmer is not restricted 
from marketing in excess of a spe- 
cified amount of his product, in 
terms of bales or pounds. 

“He can market all he produces 
on his acreage allotment, whether 
100 pounds to the acre or a bale to 
the acre,’ Mr. Owen declared. * 

Rewards Good Farming. 

“This means that if a farmer 
by means of using good farming 
practices and giving close.and ef- 
ficient attention to the growing of 
his crops, produces more on his 
allotted acreage than some of his 
neighbors, he is not denied the 
reward of good farming. 

“The principal new features of 
the act are the provisions for es- 
tablishing marketing quotas when 
the total supply of any of the five 
basic commodities reaches an 
amount in excess of specified per- 
centages of that amount. that 
would, under normal conditions, 
be sufficient to supply domestic 
consumption and exports, and the 
usual carryover, plus a reserve 


scarcity, and the provision for 
mandatory loans on farm com- 
modities, designed to prevent price 
collapse and stabilize prices.

HINDU GODS AND GODDESSES. 
Most people in India—about 
225,000,000 of them—follow the 
Hindu faith. Perhaps we should 
say “faiths,” for there are scores 
of sects in the Hindu religion, and 
they differ from one another in 
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so strong as in the past. Only a 
few present-day churches are kept 
up in his honor. 

The worship of Vishnu has be- 
come important. Hindus say Vish- 
nu has appeared on earth ten 
times. It is supposed he once 
dwelt in the body of a hero known 
as Rama. Later he is said to have 
lived among men under the name 
of Krishna. 

Sometimes Vishnu is pictured as 
having four arms, and as sleep- 
ing on the body of a large serpent. 
He is the special god of traders 
and merchants, and in _ their 
churches they worship him as the 
greatest of all the gods. Some 
followers of Vishnu mark their 
foreheads with three white, up- 
right lines. 

Even greater in number are the 
Hindus who look on Siva as the 
most important. This god is sup- 
posed to have three eyes and ar- 
tists are fond of showing him ride« 
ing on the back of a bull 

In some ways, Siva is an evil 
god, a kind of demon. He may 
destroy the homes of men, or bring 
death to people. Some _ scholars 
believe the idea of Siva grew out 
of an olden storm god known as 
Rudra. 

Hindus who worship Siva say 
there is also a good side to him, 
and that he brings new life.to take 
the place of the dead.

IN CHILD SLAYING 


Mary O’Connor Goes on 
Trial in Death of Five- 
Year-Old Nancy Glenn. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 14.—() 
A jury unopposed to capital pun- 
ishment was drawn today to try 
Mary K. O’Connor on charges she 
_killed five-year-old Nancy Glenn. 


District Attorney Charles C. 
Gordon asked that many of the 
69 jurors examined be excused 
“for cause” when they answered 
they were: opposed to the death 
sentence. A jury of three women 
and nine men was selected. 

To objections of Defense Attor- 
ney William A. Gray that the 
district attorney designate what 
he meant by “caus2,” Gordor an- 
swered that he “may” ask tomor- 
row that the 19-year-old girl ath- 
lete be sent to the electric chair. 

Nancy Glenn -vas found dead 
last Lab ~ Day. An autopsy show- 
ed mud and water in her lungs. 
Miss O’Connor, a neighbor of the 
Glenn family, was arrested in No- 
vember at the New Jersey home 
of her grandparents. Statements 
attributed to her and produced at 
earlier hearings quoted her as say- 
ing she struck the child in anger 
and left her for dead, face down 
in a puddle. 

Miss O’Connor firmly denied her 
guilt of charges in three indict- 
ments at the opening of the tricl. 
The charges were murder, man- 
slaughter and involuntary man- 
slaughter. 

At the adjournment Mrs. Marie 
Phillips, former Olympic women’s 
gymnast, who is under $500 bail as 
a material witness, tried to talk 
with Mary in the courtroom. A 
court attache led her away.

PROTECT CIVILIANS 


Eden Declares Nation Will 
Join in Move To End 
Spanish Bombings. 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—(4)—For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden told 
the house of commons today he 


had informed France that Great 
Britain was prepared to co-oper- 
ate in any French move to end 
bombing of civilians in the Span- 
ish civil war “whether through the 
Vatican or other channels.” 

Hhe made his statement in re- 
ply to a question concerning a 
French movement to suggest that 
the Vatican persuade Premier 
of Italy, to get the 
Spanish Insurgents to stop bomb- 
ing towns behind the lines. 

“His Majesty’s government have 
not approached the Vatican di- 
rectly,” he said, “but have inform- 
ed the French government that 
they are now prepared to asso- 
ciate themselves with such initia- 
tive as the French government 
may desire to take in the matter, 
whether through the Vatican or 
other channels.”

BY FIRE FIGHTERS 


Heroic Efforts of Owner 
Fail To Save Cat From 
2-Alarm Blaze. 


Six persons were rescued by 
firemen and a pet Persian cat was 
smothered to death, despite efforts 
of its owner to save it, when a 
two-alarm fire burned the inte- 
rior of an apartment building at 
387 Boulevard, N. E., yesterday 
on : 

Q. L. Long, occupant of 
= ge four apartments on the 
second floor of the two-story brick 
structure, discovered the blaze at 
about 1:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon, 

She ran to the apartment of the 
resident manager, Mrs. J. W. Har- 
grove, and firemen were called. A 
second alarm was sounded within 
a few minutes of arrival of first 
companies. Six pumpers and two 
aerial ladders were among ap- 
paratus with which firemen fought 
the blaze for two hours. 

Occupants Led to Safety. 

Raising ladders, firemen led to 
safety Mrs. Long, who had gone 
back to her apartment after no- 
tifying Mrs. Hargrove; her infant 
son, Arthur Long, and her mother, 
Mrs. A. M. White, of Cordele, who 
was visiting her daughter at the 
time. 

Members of the Long family 
remained on a window ledge, as 
smoke billowed about them, until 
firemen came to their aid. Smoke 
had also trapped Dorothy Hagen 
and her mother, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Hagen, in another second-floor 
apartment, and they were also 
rescued. 

Miss Hagen held a pet dog in 
her arms.as she was carried down 
a ladder. A negro cook, Mary Jef- 
ferson, also was led down a lad- 
der, and Saul Silverman, an in- 
valid, was removed from his 
apartment on the first floor. 

Brings Out Cat. 

Q. L. Long, owner of the pet 
cat, hurried to the burning build- 
ing from his place of business. In 
spite of thick smoke and the dan- 
ger of collapsing floors, Long ran 
into his apartment and brought 
out the animal. The cat, named 
“Blackie,” died a few minutes 
later in a near-by drugstore. 

The fire burned fiercely, but 
slowly, through walls. At one 
point, the first floor in the rear, 
directly over where the fire broke 
out in the basement, collapsed. 

Assistant Fire Chief W. A. Fain 
theorized the blaze, which threw 
a pall of dense smoke over the 
vicinity, started in a basement 
coal bin. Mrs. Hargrove expressed 
the opinion defective wiring caus- 
ed the fire. 

Firemen estimated damage at 
$7,000, with an additional $3,000 
loss in personal property and fur- 
nishings. W. E. Beresford, of 328 
Marietta street, is owner of the 
property. Water and smoke added 
to the damage. 

Fire Chief O. J. Parker directed 
the firefighters, and a large crowd 
was attracted to the scene.,Traffic 
on Boulevard was snarled until 
police rerouted automobiles.

And eat- 
ing wisely was one of her rules for 
achieving radiant vitality. 

“Yet, many women will endan- 
ger their health and beauty by 
following unbalanced, unsafe diets 
in an effort to gain or retain a 
slim figure. Especially is this fool- 
ish when there are ways to reduce 
without running the risk of im- 
pairing one’s health.” 

The culinary expert said every 
person must work out his or her 
own diet, either to gain or lose 
weight, but it is necessary that all 
know a few facts about nutrition.

U.S.LOSES IN SUIT 
OVER TRUCK LAWS 


Supreme Court Upholds 
South Carolina Limitation; 
Florida Also Fails. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—(4)— 
The federal government suffered 
a reverse today when the supreme 
court decided that a state can con- 
stitutionally limit the width and 
weight of interstate automobile 
trucks passing through its terri- 


The high tribunal upheld a 
South Carolina law limiting truck 
widths to 90 inches and _ gross 
weights to 20,000 pounds. A deci- 
sion by a three-judge federal dis- 
trict court, which had enjoined en- 
forcement of the law, was nulli- 
fied. 

Intervening in the case, the De- 
partment of Justice had contended 
the law was an “unreasonable 
burden” on interstate commerce. 
Officials of Florida, who also 
fought the law, expressed concern 
at today’s decision. 

Blow to Florida. 

Cary D. Landis, Florida attor- 
ney general, said it would be “a 
terrible blow to the Florida citrus 
industry” because it would not 
pay shippers to dispatch such 
small loads of fruit to eastern 
markets. 

Justice Stone, who read today’s 
opinion, declared the constitution 
does not forbid the regulation set 
up by South Carolina. The -de- 
cision was 7 to 0, Justices Car- 
dozo and Reed not participating. 

Justice Stone said the constitu- 
tional grant of power to congress 
to regulate interstate commerce 
did not “forestall all state action” 
affecting interstate commerce. 

He said it had been recognized 
that there were matters of local 
concern, “the regulation of which 
unavoidably involves some reg- 
ulation of interstate commerce but 
which, because of their local char- 
acter and their number and diver- 
sity, may never be fully dealt with 
by congress.” 

Truck Sizes. 

The lower court found that from 
85 to 90 per cent of motor trucks 
used in interstate hauls were 96 
inches wide and weighed, when 
loaded, more than 20,000 pounds.

Theodore D. Platt, président of

Insurgents Report Effort to 
End Spanish War in Six 
Months. 


HENDAYE, France, at the Span- 
ish Frontier, Feb. 14.—(4)—An 
Insurgent dispatch said today that 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco 
was massing approximately 1,000,- 
000 men for a drive to end the 
Spanish civil war in six months. 

Government sources interpret- 
ed the announcement as merely an 
attempt to bolster the morale of 
Insurgent troops. 

These sources pointed out that 
the last big action of the war was 
the capture of Teruel by «he gov- 
ernment and the unsuccessful In- 
surgent attempt to recapture it. 
They said the official optimism of 
the Insurgent general staff indi- 
cated the troops’ morale had hit a 
new low and needed strengthen- 
ing. 

As a direct reply to the In- 
surgent announcement, govern- 
ment troops northwest of Teruel 
launched a series of counter-at- 
tacks, halting Franco’s drive c. 
the eastern side of the Lfambra 
valley. 

Explaining the Insurgent staff's 
plans for throwing 1,000,900 nen 
into a spring offehsive, Salamanca 
dispatches said the present army 
numbered, 815,000 veterans and 
was being reinforced by 65,000 
conscripts between the ages of 20 
and 22, in additi-. to an unlim- 
ited number of Moors being re- 
cruited in North Africa. 

The offensive, :nilitary observ- 
ers believed, would center on the 
South Aragon front above Teruel 
and would be ai:ned at reaching 
the Mediterranean and _ cutting 
Catalonia off from the rest of gov- 
ernment Spain. 

Meanwhile, the "asurgents re- 
ported they were continuing their 
drive on the southern front, about 
150 miles south of Madrid, assert-

draped on walls and over beds to 
simulate a canvas shelter; bed- 
posts were surmounted by Greek 
helmets, tables and stools were 
drums, some stools having drum 
cords stretched around yellow 
hide. 

There was another influence at 
work, too, in the minds of men and 
in the decorations of their abodes. 


They were over and done with the | 


soft, lovely curves and elegance of 
the Louis’—they were through 
with comfort and ease. Their fur- 
niture, therefore, was angular, and 
it must be admitted, extremely 
uncomfortable. A wit of the time 
said, “A thousand precautions are

Other Influences. 

The empire period designers, 
Percier and Fontaine, gave more 
than a nod to the classical Greeks.

Napoleon’s 
campaign in Egypt was reflected 
in the furniture—upright cobra 
symbols flourished in chair and 
bed legs; the Goddess Isis was 
seen in motifs on _ furniture, 
Caryatids supported chairs and 
tables; there were lion heads and 
huge paws and Egyptian winged 
animals, 

Mahogany and ebony were the 
popular woods and painted furni- 
ture was “all the rage!”

Cold, uncom- 
promising architectural back- 
grounds were in favor. But this 
did not mean that elegance was 
completely thrown overboard. Soft

ONLY BEAUTIFUL LEGS CAN 
WEAR LISLE STOCKINGS. 


Short skirts and lisle stockings 
are major calamities to the girl 
with knock knees, bow legs, or 
thick ankles. Skirts are already 
short, and there is talk of boycotts 
and lisle stockings! 
Now, if you have curvature of 
the spine, or just plain swayback, 
science will straighten you out, but 
it’s just a joke if your legs bow 
out like a hoop. Science can’t be 
bothered! Wanda Bowman-Wil- 
son, New York kinesiologist, ‘how- 
ever, is able to see the aesthetic 
side of things, and she has found 
that most legs can be made over 
with exercise. 

There are, as you might sup- 
pose, exceptions. Bone deformi- 


ties and rachitic conditions are 
problems for the _ orthopedist. 
Thickness of the ankle due to 
heavy bony structure cannot be 
changed. But often these appar- 
ent deformities are the result of 
weakness of muscles and can be 
corrected by strengthening the 
muscles. For example, the effect 
of knock knees is given by hollow 
thighs, and hollowness of the 
thighs is caused by weakness of 
the muscles along the inner thigh 
line. Special exercises fill out this 
ugly hollow and make the legs ap- 
pear straight. : 

If the knees interfere with each 
other, are knotted or bunchy, or 
the legs are shapeless and heavy 
from knee to heel, the legs should 


first be tested for general strength. 
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JEAN KAIN. 
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Take these tests suggested by Miss 
Bowman-Wilson: (1) Stand on the 
toes on the inner borders of the 
feet, muscles of heels, calves and 
knees contracted. Try to hold the 
position for 30 seconds. Are the 
knees straight and well pulled 
back? (2) Now stand flat with the 
legs in the same position as on the 
toes. Tip the entire body upward 
by rising on the heels. The toes 
should be several inches from the 
floor. Are those tests easy for you? 
If not, you need specific exercises 
for the leg muscles, and Miss 
Bowman-Wilson suggests the fol- 
lowing routine. 

1, Calf Stretch—Stand arm’s 
length from the wall, palms of 
hands against wall, shoulder level. 
Have fe flat and parallel, weight 
on outer borders. The entire body 
is held straight. Move the feet 
back .vard, keeping them parallel 
and flat on the floor, until tension 
is felt in the calf. Then bend the 
elbows and without ‘ending the 
knees, lean forward against the 
wall. Do not raise the feet off the 
floor. The aim is to hold this po- 
sition for a full minute. Repeat 
from five to ten times daily. 

2. The “Y”—for hollow thighs: 
Lie on back, arms overhead on 
floor and parallel. Bend the 
knees until they are perpendicular 
to the trunk. Have the heels on 
the floor, but point the toes away 
from the floor. Holding this posi- 
tion, spread the legs as wide apart 
as possible, then bring them to- 
gether again. Repeat six times,

later 15. Now, straighten the 
knees, have the feet off floor, and 
perform the same movement. If 
you want dimples in your knees, 
practice this one: Extend the 


knees, then bend to chest. Begin 
with 10 counts, increasing to 30. 
Also, practice holding the extend- 
ed position until you can main- 
tain it for a full minute. 

3. For thick ankles: When you 
are able to hold the extended po- 
sition in the knee dimpler for a 
full minute, move the feet back- 
ward and forward from the ankles. 
Bring the feet forward until the 
toes curl up toward the instep, and 
hold for a second. Then point the 
| toes, and hold for a second. Be 
sure that the movement is only in 
the ankles. Have feet side by side 
and off the floor. Do not bend 
the knees. Gradually work up to 
30 times. 

Follow all toe work with the 
calf stretch. If you are really se- 
rious about your legs, you can do 
no better than to follow Wanda 
Bowman-Wilson’s program. For 
variety’s sake, also practice the 
“‘T,eg Normalizing Exercises,” 
available in leaflet form.

A QUART OF MILK A DAY—2. 
The protein (nitrogenous, curd, 
cheese) part of milk is of the 
highest biological quality, having 
the assortment of amino-acids 
whose efficiency in promoting 
growth is unexcelled, and being 
the most completely digested and 
absorbed of all food proteins. 


Ten years ago the department 
of health for Scotland studied 
12,000 school children who receiv- 
ed milk daily at school to supple- 
ment their ordinary diet, and 12,- 
000 school children who did not 
receive the extra milk at school. 
The final conclusion drawn from 
this extensive test was that the 

“. , . results demonstrate that 
the addition of milk to the diet of 
children has a striking effect in 
improving physique and general 
health and increasing alertness. 
They suggest also that, apart from 
its own food value, milk enables 
the other constituents of the or- 
dinary diet to be fully utilized as 
growth factors.” 

In the final weeks of the test 
head teachers of the various 
schools were asked to submit their 
impressions of the effects of the 
extra ration (about 3-4 of a pint) 
of milk daily at school. They men- 
tioned among other things “an in- 
crease in the bloom of their cheeks 
and the sleekness cf their skins” 
and even “in the playground buoy- 
ancy and  ,ugnacity are developing 
to an alarming extent.” The phy- 
sician who observed the test con-— 
cluded: | 

« .. startling to learn, as we do' 
now, for instance, that the addition | 
of one pint of milk a day to a diet | 
which by- itself satisfied the appe- 
tite of growing boys, could con- 
vert an average annual gain of 
weight of 3.85 pounds per boy into 
one of 6.98 pounds, and an average 
annual increase of height from 1.84 
inches to 2.63 inches.” 

At the same time they point out 
that this unmistakable betterment 
in nutrition was proved by the ac- 
tual test to be due not to the rela- 
tively small increase in the fuel 
value of the diet, nor to the extra 
protei: supplied by the milk, but 
rather to “more specific qualities 
of milk as a food.” 

I, Ol’ Doc Brady, believe these 
“more specific qualities” are noth- 
ing else than our old friends the 
vitamins in milk. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Charcoal Absorbs Odors. 
Will a piece of fresh charcoal 
absorb odors if placed in a re- 
frigerator? Will it neutralize odors 
of cooked cabbage, melon, etc., or 
just mask them? (W. E. S.) 
Answer—Fresh charcoal, that 
has been recently burned or heat- 
ed in the air or in steam and so 
“activated” absorbs various gases, 
odorous or not. It does not neu- 
tralize them. It must be reactivat- 
ed or replaced with fresh charcoal 
every few days, for the best re- 


sults.

On the other hand, 
a decision to desterilize all or a 
part ‘of the gold in the inactive 
fund would not have been surpris- 
ing. Temporarily at least, that 
would obviate the necessity of 
open market borrowing, no small 
matter with the national debt at a 
record high. 


Desterilization Urged. 

“In the opinion of this writer, 
gold desterilization is the best way 
out. The inactive fund was set up 
originally for two reasons: first, to 
check expansion of the credit base 
and so forestall credit inflation, 
and, second, to insure against a 
large-scale outflow of gold which 
might dangerously narrow that 
same credit base. There is no oc- 
casion for concern as to credit in- 
flation now. It is deflation which 
is the danger at the moment. 
There would seem to be no con- 
vincing argument on this. score 
against allowing the sterilized gold 
to play its normal part in our 
banking economy.’ As to now un- 
foreseen withdrawals, our ‘gold 
holdings are so large that no prob- 
able drain on them would be dan- 
gerous. 

The desterilization device was 
resorted to before to the amount 
of $300,000,000, without any un- 
favorable effect. A ese of course
